(AGCO) has ruled on the 
Friends of Crystal Beach 
(FOCB) bingo license. 

The local non-profit group 
had its bingo license revoked 
last year, for political-related 
content on its website that 
focused on the Crystal Beach 
Gateway project, an issue that 
has brought a storm of public 
opinion since 2008. 

The matter was deferred to 
the ACGO for assessment and 
on Monday night, some mem¬ 
bers of council were disap¬ 
pointed with the AGCO's rul¬ 
ing that a lottery license would 
not continue for the FOCB. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
was not impressed. 

"I would prefer that we dis¬ 
cuss it before we accept it," 
said Lubberts.

um at Bay Beach. 

The license renewal was 
denied because funds raised 
by the group's efforts are 
directed to the Town's finance 
department before being allo¬ 
cated to beautification proj¬ 
ects in Crystal Beach. 

"The directing of monies in 
this fashion from FOCB to the 
Town of Fort Erie would be an 
ineligible use of lottery pro¬ 
ceeds," wrote Frank Cuda, 
manger of gaming eligibility 
for the ACGO. 

Lubberts kept strong in his 
view that council should not 
approve the communication 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular, 
who served as acting mayor at 
the meeting, tried to get the 
discussion moving. 

"All we're doing is accepting 
the receipt of this letter," said 
Shular. 

One of the recommenda¬ 
tions in the letter from the 
ACGO, says that groups who 


are eligible for a lottery license 
must be a separate legal enti¬ 
ty, financially and administra¬ 
tively from government. 

This raised a concern from 
Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley, 
that other groups who have 
licenses in Greater Fort Erie 
could be ineligible. 

"With this said to me 
need to take at all the bingos 
in Fort Erie," said Steckley. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard 
asked if reconvening an appeal 
committee could play a role in 
overturning the decision. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
fielded the question. 

"There is no purpose for the 
committee to reconvene 
because there is nothing fur¬ 
ther to deliberate," she said. 

Council ended the discus¬ 
sion by requesting the CGDC 
to prepare a report to further

make the public aware of 
issues with ALL the vehicles 
we have on our roads, side¬ 
walks, bike paths, fields, 
and/or while operating them 
on your own property or 
property of others. 

It's also important to know 
that the rules are NOT the 
same if you are out of the 
province as they are in 
Ontario; even local munici¬ 
pal by-laws affect them. 

The list is long and seems 


-wheelchairs-electric or 
otherwise 

-gas or electric scooters 
-mopeds 

-motorized skateboards 

-snowmobiles 

-minibikes 

-pocket bikes-electric or 
otherwise 

-small to large motorcy- 
-bicycles with a motor t 

-golf carts 
-bicycles 

-unlicensed vehicles like 
construction equipment, 
farm tractors 


We see all of these on and 
off the roads, sidewalks, and 
everywhere in between. 

Many of these are being 
operated illegally. 

Get to know die law as it 
can be confusing, even to 
those that have to enforce it. 

Some of the concerns for 
just the "non marine" ones 
relate to; 

- where can it be operat¬ 


ed? 

- does the vehicle and or 
operator need a license? 

- is mandatory insurance 
required? If not, is there 
insurance that may be pro¬ 
vided by a homeowners 
policy for example? 


Not having to have insur¬ 
ance by law doesn't mean 
that you shouldn't have it as 
there is still a liability con¬ 
cern to address. 

How and where to drive- 
on or off the road, to the side 
of the road, only dirt trails, 
your own property only(?) 

-any age restriction of the 
operator? And then how 
does that relate to the insur¬ 
ance issue? 

Lights, by-laws, helmets... 
and on and on. 

As a start to all this, I'd 
urge you to visit the Ministry 
of Transportation's website. 
There are a lot of rules and 
this site only covers the 
Ontario ones, not the munic¬ 
ipal ones that may override 


them and certainly not any 
"out of province" rules or 

For example (from this 
website); 

Slow Moving Vehicle 
Sign 

Are some slow moving 
vehicles exempt? 

Yes. Bicycles, mopeds and 
disabled vehicles being 
towed do not have to display 
the sign. Horse-drawn vehi¬ 
cles driven by people whose 
religious beliefs do not per¬ 
mit them to use the sign are 
also exempt; however, the 
back of the carriage must be 
outlined with reflective tape 
that is visible from at least 
150 metres (approximately 
500 ft.). 


The conclusion is obvious 
for the ones that do have to 
have a sign. 

Good luck trying to figure 

The fines if imposed, and 
possible liability suits for an 
at fault accident could be 
large. 

If nothing else I'd also 
urge you to please show 
common courtesy when 
operating these and consid¬ 
er that whether you may 
have rights, or be right, if 
you're in an accident that 
doesn't help if you or some¬ 
one else gets injured.
